company is capitalized in the sum of 
SiOO.OOO, and $300.000 bonds, which to- 
tal practically covers the value of the 
property. This is the wealthiest cor- 
poratiort in the State of Nevada and 
has the largest payroll in the State 
outside of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany .

Loss was not Less than 


$l5,000.-Will be Re- 


built at Once. 


The manufacturing district of Reno 


vi'as visited by another disastrous fire 
yesterday. This time it was the Reno 
Mill md Lumber Company, that suff- 
ered loss. The plant was totally de- 
stroyed. 


The blaze wds A»scovered in the 


sawdust room about 11:40. 
Simul- 


taneously flre was seen issuing from 
the roof a few feet south of the stack. 


Mr. Williams, who is employed in 


the mill, smelled smoke and when he 
opened the door discovered that the 
interior of the room was a mass of 
flames. 


The private system of the company 


was Immediately brought into requisi- 
tion and a stream played on the fire. 


Engineer M. E. Hamilton held the 


whistle cord down until driven by 
heat from hra post. Before leaving the 
engine room he took the weight from 
the safety valve and prevented an 
explosion. 


The whistle on the N-C-O carshops 


took up the alarm and a few moments 
later the flrebell sounded for an alarm 
rung In from box 6. 


Within twenty seconds the fire de- 


pratment was out. 
Too much head- 


way was gotten by the first steamer 
and, in attempting to turn from Corn- 
mere i.il street into Lake, the driver 
was thrown from his seat and the en- 
gine horses ran away. 
No damage 


\\a.a done to the steamer, but several 
valuable minutes were lost. 


Ine department was somewhat de- 


moralized and could do little or noth- 
ing to conflne the flames to the build- 
ing and thus the lumber piles were 
also destroyed. 
This condition was 


due to the runaway and the Intense 
heut, \\jiich prevented 
the 
firemen 


fioni getting near enough to the flre 
to do any execution. Several of the 
Ci e laddies were scorched while try- 
ing to tarry the nozzles where they 
could do some execution. • 


Manager Gulling, with the assist- 


ance of the employes of the mill, suc- 
ceeded in saving the band saw and 
jointer, but this was practically all 
of 
value that was taken from th« 


rrill. 


The origin of the flre is unknown. 


It ir.ay have started from the boiler 
loom, but it is believed by the offi- 
cials of 
the company to have been 


caused by a spark from a locomotive. 


The loss will easily reach $15,000. 


There was insurance to the amount 
of $3000 on the building1. 


It was only a year ago that the 


company suffered heavy loss by the 
burning of 
its lumber yard 
and a 


couple of months ago the Riverside 
mill, owned by several of the stock- 
holders in the Reno Mill Co., was also 
destroyed, but the company has not 
lost heart. 
Today work will begin 


on a new mill. 
Manager Gulling in- 


formed The Journal last night that 
machinery for 
it has already bee* 


wired for. 


The main building will be 50 by 100 


feet. It will be two stories high and 
\\ill be built of brick and iron. 
It 


v,-ill be located on east Fourth street 
near the lumber yard. 


Mr. Gulling stated that it was ex- 


pected to have the new mill in opera- 
tion in thirty days, without waiting 
for anything to be finished but a floor 
on which to place the machinery. 


In the meantime the company will 


fill all orders as heretofor. 
Supplies 


will be obtained from mills up the 
river. 


The., enterprise of this company Is 


worthy of admiration. For it to have 
failed to resume at once building op- 
erations would have been greatly re- 
tarded. 
The mill has been in steady 


operation for twenty years. Its pay 
roll has been of 'material assistance 
to the prosperity of the town.

THE SUBSIDY BILL. 


W 


HILE we honor the Republicans who voted 
against the Hanna ship subsidy bill, we fail 


to discern why any Republican, as such, should 
have voted against it. In our opinion, those six 
Republican senators are out of plr.ce in the Repub- 
lican party. The bill 5s a good Republican measure, 
an extension of the principle of protection, an ap- 
plication of the theory of taxing all of the people 
for the benefit of a few. 


The bill is designed to take some millions, more 


or less, according to the number of vessels con- 
structed, from the pockets of the people every year 
-and give them to the already wealthy shipowners, 
to the combine, the trust. It has a patriotic, capti- 
vating title, but its purposes are nothing but down- 
right robbery. 


It is a fact that the shipyards of the United 


States are crowded, that we are building, or have 
built war vessels for Russia and Japan, that other 
nations are having their ships built here, because it 
can be done more cheaply and more satisfactorily. 
It is also a fact that the German emperor sent here 
to have his sailing, pleasure, yacht constructed. It 
is therefore plain that we can compete with the 
world in building vessels. 
The trouble must be 


then, that we cannot sail them profitably. 
Will 


anyone believe that ? 


They say that one reason is that American sail- 


ors are paid greater wages than the sailors of other 
countries. But not all of our ships are manned by 
Americans. The subsidy bill does not contemplate 
that they shall be. An amendment providing that 
subsidy shall not be paid to vessels having Chinese 
crews, was voted down, though most of the liners 
sailing from the Pacific coast carry Chinese in pref- 
erence to Americans, because they can be hired 
more cheaply. 


The other reasons in support of the bill are as 


honest as this. The greater part of the money to 
be paid under it, if it shall become a law, will go to 
the steamship trust, a corporation already wealthy. 
The ship builders will not benefit, except as it may 
stimulate the building of vessels, and as they have 
their hands full now, they are not praying for more 
business. The seamen will not profit. ' Those who 
will be bencfitted are those who least need assist- 
ance and the whole country »vill have to contribute 
to their aid. It is in short, a fair sample of Repub- 
lican legislation—special favors to one class for 
which all others must be taxed. 


THE CUBAN SUGAR QUESTION. 


T 


HE sugar question is a most important one 
and its relation with Cuban tariff is perhaps 


more important than any other issue connected 
with it. It seems almost decided that congress will 
reduce the Cuban product 20 per cent. This if it is 
carried out will be a compromise measure. 
There 


are a number of sides to the question, involving not 
only the cane and beet sugar interests in the United 
Stales, but our moral obligations to Cuba. The Cu- 
bans cut off from the Spanish market claim that 
they will be "ruined unless some concessions are 
made. The beet sugar men say they will be ruined 
if Cuban sugar is admitted free oi duty. The sug- 
ar trust has control of the Cuban product and is 
anxious to get its raw material in here as cheaply 
as possible.
